Mrs. 
Lubrick also was quite 
talkative. 
She co nfessed to her 
wro ng do ing, say ing it was her 
o nly way o f making a living. 
“ H o w lo ng has this been go ing 
o n? ” the Star repo rter asked. 
“ I have been in this ho use since 
March 17. 
Mr. Hartman paid the 
rent and suppo rted me.” 
In answer to a questio n, she said 
she had been raised in Warrens­ 
burg, but had been away fo r abo ut 
nine y ears, since her marriage, un­ 
til last No vember. 
It was in J a n­ 
uary that she became acquainted 
with the man who se life went o ut 
last night. 
Wlien asked whether her husband 
ever had cause to suspicio n her fidel- 
ity previo us to this time, she an­ 
swered po sitively , “ No , never; I 
was as true to him befo re that as 
any wo man co uld be.” 
She said Lubrieh had no t sup­ 
po rted her since he came in po s- 
> sessio n o f his father’s pro perty , and 
tbat the tro uble aro se o ver the sale 
o f so me o f the pro perty.^ Lubrieh 
accused her, she said, o f being the 
cause o f lo sing it, but this she de­ 
nied. 
Mrs. Lubrieh made a statement 
that may have an impo rtant bear­ 
ing o n the case. 
She made the 
- startling anno uncement that this 
arrangement between Hartman and 
herself was with Lubrich’s kno wl­ 
edge and co nsent, and she did no t 
kno w why he had taken such a 
co urse. 
Mrs. Lubrieh was nervo us when 
she began her sto ry , but go t calmer 
until she recited the awful scenes 
o f last night, then she shuddered 
at the terrible reco llectio n. 
The co ro ner’s jury returned a 
verdict o f justifiable ho micide, but 
Lubrieh is held and will be pro se­ 
cuted.

Many have jumped at the co n­ 
clusio n that Lubrieh was entirely 
justified in taking the life o f his 
wife’s paramo ur, but there are two 
sides to the questio n, as later de­ 
velo pments will pro ve.

Candia is in a state of anarchy. 
A collision between the

against Européen control, and the 
British authorities who have been 
installing Christians as revenue of­ 
ficials, culminated today in bloody 
fighting between the Mussulmans 
and the British troops. 
Riots took place in various parts 
of the city and many have been kill­ 
ed. 
W hen the outbreak was fierc­ 
est a warship stationed m the har­ 
bor began firing shells, with the re­ 
sult that a portion of the city is in 
fiâmes. 
The 
greatest 
confusion 
and uproar prevails, ana it is fear­

Patsy Garrity, of San Francisco, 
a connection and intimate of the 
Corbett family, was in Minneapolis 
on his way to Montreal, where he 
has engaged as an instructor of an 
athletic club, and in an interview 
said: 
“ Jim Corbett is a friend of mine, 
and I have known the whole fam­ 
ily for many years. 
I do not see 
that the truth can do anv harm in 
this connection, 
for 
everybody 
knows that ola man Corbett killed 
his wife and himself, and without 
ex planations that cover his respon­ 
sibility for the crime, he must for­ 
ever stand in the public eye as a 
murderer and a suicide. 
“ He was just crazy when he shot 
his wife, and everybody at all in­ 
timate with the affairs of the fam­ 
ily is aware that the old man has 
been having spells of more or less 
violent insanity for several years 
past.

“ The reason Corbett got out of 
sedentary occupation in San F ran­ 
cisco w'hen he first branched out as 
a box er, w'as that fear of the family 
specter w’hich haunted him night 
and day, and he hoped that a life
